Janlcn crops to grow, and they produce
abundantly for each square foot of area
devoted to them. Glvo turnips a moist soil
and cool weather In tho spring and they will
maturo In about sixty days or earlier. Tho
(aster they grow and tho moro luxuriant
their top leaves tho better thoy aro; there-
fore, It la well to plant spring turnips In
rich soil. If they grow slowly they tend to
become woody nnd bitter.

Dtcauso turnips need moisture It fol-

lows that thoy need frequent cultivation,
for much hoeing makes tho surfaco of tho
ground a dust mulch, which saves the
molstura In tho ground from drying out

Turnip rows, evon In a back-yar- d garden
whoro spaco Is limited, should bo fltteon
to sixteen Inches apart to allow tho top
foliage to spread out and still leavo room
for cultivation. A half ounco of seed will
plant 100 feet of row. Seed a half-Inc- h

deep. Bccauso of tho tendency of sprlitjf
turnips to lose quality In warm weaiher It
Is well to plant only a small portion of tho
total bed at once, planting again at Inter-
vals.

When plants aro well up, thin them, so
that they stand throo or four Inches apart.

Good varieties aro whlto snowball, an
extra early whlto fleshed ; yellow-to- globe,
purple-to- p strap leaved (a rutabaga). Yel-
low Abcrdoen Is a very eweet rutabaga;
yellow fleshed, and oxceltont for storing.

Beans, onions, peas,
corn, beets, tomato plants, carrots,
cabbago plants can be put in safely
nnd profitably from now on. START

a stiff, packed subsoil a few Inches down
It cannot penetrate this, and the root will
rlthcr split or becomo othcrwleo forked or
gnarled. Soil that has been well dug,
however, a foot or moro deep, enables tho
carrot togrow shapely roots,

Tho carrot Is an early crop nnd easily
grown nftor It gets started. Carrot needs
aro smalt, and young plants aro weak, so
seeds should not bo plantod deeply, a half
Inch being enough. It Is necessary to
keep a dirt crust from forming over tho
socda after they aro planted, henco It Is
dcslrnblo to mix n few radish Deeds In with
tho carrot seeds, Tho radlshoa grow quickly
and sturdily, and not only mark tho rows
so that tho homo gardener can go ovor
them with, a garden rako and break any
crust, but also aid In breaking tho crust
and letting tho tender carrot shoots como
through.

Ono ounco of carrot soed Is enough to
sow 100 fcot of row. Seed should bo nown
rnther thickly. After plants come up thin-
ning by pulling out plants Is not necessary
unloss they nro crowding each other. Small
carrots hnvo better flavor than largo onos.
bo that thoy can grow six or soven to the
foot In tho row without Injury. Make the
rows a foot or even two foot apart. '

Tho carrot Is a slow grower, maturing In
eight or ten weeks after planting. A con-
tinuous Bupply can bo Insured by making
new planting cvory thrco wocks or lata
as August ID, although in hot, dry weather
tho young plants must bo watered by a
thorough soaking twlco a week.
